“That is true oí 
every organisation, and it is attributable 
to factors which are imherent in humah 
nature. How often has it been said 
during the last two years when a great 
strike has been launched suddenly—* This 
would never have happened if there had 
been a secret ballot?’ In nearly every 
case the extremists and the younger men 
who were out for a “spree”’ have beon 
held to blame. Surely it is only ‘right 
that when a vote has to be taken on a 
matter which affects not merely themselves, 
but the prosperity of the country, the 
moderate men in a .trade union—who 
usually form the majority—should be 
afforded every opportunity to express their 
considered judgment without regard to 
what, may be said or done by their more 
negressive colleagues, Nobody can contend 
that the present method of taking a ballot 
gives them such an opportunity. The 
verdict usually goes to the party which 
shouts most loudly and does not seruple to 
use the weapon of intimidation. The 
weakest feature of the Bill, to onr mind, 
is that it is “ permissive.’’ No trade union 
need utilise the facilities which it is pro- 
posed to create unless the executive so 
decides. Once the Bill is operative, how- 
ever, it will be difficult for any union to 
refuse to vote in the new way. A refusal 
would create a doubt in the public mind 
about the validity of the ballot, and leave 
members with the impression that the 
officials wanted te secure their sanction for 
a certain course of action by other than 
fair means. The argument that the Bill 
may interfere with the domestic affairs of 
trade unionism has nothing to support it. 
Every precaution has been taken to guard 
gainst such a result. The committees 
which it is sought to establish will be com- 
posed of a majority of Labour representa- 
tives, with an impartial chairman and 
representatives of the Board of Trade and 
the Ministry of Labour; and, when a 
ballot is to be taken, the responsible 
officials of the trade union concerned will 
ect as returning officers. 


The Tax on Wines. 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain's decision to 
double the tax on imported wines has 
caused much anxiety in France. In 
happier days the French vineyards found 
a ready market for wines in Russia and 
the United States of America. Lenin, on 
the one hand, and Mr. “ Pussyfoot ” 
Johnson, on the other, have deprived them 
of their most lucrative market. They are 
faced now with another calamity. As a 
result of Mr. Chamberlain’s proposals the 
duty on all imported wines is about to be 
doubled, and, furthermore, an additiona: 
ad valorem tax of 50 per ceil. is to be 
imposed on vins mousseur. Our imports 
of wine will be reduced, and the 
French exporter will suffer. He suffers 
already as a result of the low value of the 
franc in London, and, naturally, resents 
the action of the British Chancellor. Is 
this, he asks, the Entente cordiale? Un- 
fortunately, however, the Treasury must 
get money somewhere. What about Ire- 
land? The increased taxes on beer and 
spirits affect Irish industry much more 
severely than the wine tax affects the 
¥Yench vineyards. There is a remarkable 
analogy between the two cases. Great 
Britain wishes to strengthen the Entente ; 
by the wine tax she weakens it. Ske also 
is on the eve of a “policy of conciliation ” 
in Ireland: she begins by giving a strong 
grievance to Irish brewers and distillers. 
The fact is that a Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer cannot be expected to construct 
his Budget on political foundations. 
Finance and economics are his realm, and 
his duty is to tap every available source 
ef irkeme for the State.’ 


Irish Music. 


What is the matter with music in lIre- 
jand? The question is suggested by a 
speech which the Provost of Trinity College 
made yesterday at a distributton of prizes 
4o students of the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music. Dr. Bernard's test of a city’s 
claim to be called musical is thoroughly 
practical, How much does it pay? If 
Dublin were judged by this test, it would 
fall far below such cities as Manchester 
and: Liverpool. Nevertheless. we venture 
to believe that the Irish capital is more 
musical than either of the English cities ; 
unfortunately, it is also much poorer. The 
Trish people possess a treasure-house of 
folk-music which is richer than that of 
any other European nation with the excep- 
tion of Russia. They have produced few 
creative musicians, because they have been 
content to imitate rather than create. There 
is music in every townland in Ireland. 
Jt is untrammelled by convention, and 
knows as little about musical forms as the 
Donegal mountains know about Ionic 
architecture. We agree with Dr. Bernard 
that the true standard in art, as in life, 
is a world standard. Music is the uni- 
versal expression of human feéling, and 
possibly the melodies of Connaught would 
be better understocd im the villages of 
Russia than in the drawingrooms of Maj- 
fair or New Brighton. There is nothing’ 
the matter with Irish music. What is 
necessary is enterprise among Trish 
musicians. If the Germans had folk-music 
like ours, every German boy and girl would 


be steeped in it.

DIOCESE OF ARMAGH—ELECTION OF 
ISHOP,

representatives of some nations—perhaps 
of all—cannot be trusted to keep secret 
what goes on at the conferences. Within 
ia few hours of every meeting the news- 
papers of all the countries concerned teem 
with rumours, “semi-official ” statements, 
and the like, regarding what has been de- 
cided or discussed, and out of these im- 
perfect data the leader-writers weave a 
fabric of inference and surmise which they 
proceed to embroider with apprehension 
and mistrust. So, in advance of the real 
facts a public opinion is formed in all the 
countries concerned, and the task of the 
negotiators in arriving at a real settlement 
is rendered infinitely more difficult. 

1 find it rather difficult to believe that 
Mr. Lloyd George has granted the inter- 
view to a number of American journalists 
which is reproduced in one of the Ameri- 
can papers. If he has done so, I suppose 
his excuse would be that his views have 
been subject to so much misrepresentation 
that he was forced to supply a correct 
version of them. But if one of the prin- 
cipal negotiators thus takes the Press into 
his confidence, we can hardly wonder that, 
the minor participants in the discussions 
fail to keep their mouths shut. 

Comment upon what our’Prime Minister 
said is, in the circumstances, better left 
alone, particularly as there is an extra- 
ordinary discrepancy in the reports of the 
interview that have reached London. 
According to one news agency he said that 
the demand of Germany to be allowed to 
retain an army of 200,000 men was “ un- 
reasonable.’’ According to another that it 
was “not unreasonable.’ Tí the latter 
version is correct, which I doubt, it must 
have beer: accompanied by some qualifying 
condition, such as that 200,000 men was 
not an extravagant number for police pur- 
poses in a population of between 60 and 
70 millions. But that he ever contem- 
plated the notion of allowing Germany to 
maintain a field army of those dimensions 
is simply incredible. 

Hew much truth there is in the forecast 
of the Government’s new Irish policy 
published in to-day’s Daily Chronicle |, 
have no means of knowing in the absence 
of the Chief Secretary: But as regards 
ene item—the suggestion that Ireland's 
contribution of £18,000,000 towards Im- 
perial services is to be spent in Ireland—I 
feel decidedly sceptical. . Such a rroposal 
would certainly not meet with approval in 
the present House of Commons, where the 
feeling of the majority is that Ireland is, 
if anything, treated too generously by the 
financial proposals. Eighteen millions 
would be sufficient to pay interest and 
sinking fund on some £300,000,000 of war 
debt, and, Af anything like that amount is 
held by Irish investors, the difficulty might 
be yot over by egr-marking the eighteen 
millions for that purpose, since it would 
then in a sense be “spent in Ireland.” 
But is anything like that amount of war 
debt held by Irishmen in Ireland? I should 
like to think so, but fear not. :

This morning in “St. Paul's Cathedral J 
saw a rather curious spectacle. 1 saw a 
bishop in cope and mitre, and a gentleman 
in red silk robes and gold chains, generally 
described as Garter King of Arms, 
shaking hands with two fine, upstanding 
gentlemen in khaki. ‘The scene was right 
under the great dome of the Cathedral, and 
the four gentlemen stood aloof from every- 
body else. It was rather a remarkable 
sight, for it symbolised the meeting of the 
olden times with the new. The occasion 
was the annual service of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George in the chanel of 
the Order in the Cathedral. Some hundreds 
of members of the Order, with their 
friends, were seated at the west end of the 
Cathedral outside the chapel of the Order. 
before the Services began at noon. At that 
hour a procession, consisting of the choir, 
clergy, and officers of the Order, came from 
the east end and took up their positions in 
and out of the chapel. The first portion of 
the Service was in honour of the departed, 
and opened with the well-known hymn, 
“Let saints on earth in concert sing,” 
and then the Registrar of the Order read 
out the names of those who have died since 
mt. George's Day, 1918. They included 
those of Lieutenant-Colonel McConaghy, 
Lieutewant Terence Patrick McSharry, Sir 
Evelyn Wood, Sir Frank Lascelles, Colonel 
Cavendish Boyle, Sir Robert Synge, Lord 
Plunket, J. 5. O'Halloran, Major-General 
Hugh Gough, and many another famous 
Briton. The military band then played the 
“ Dead March;” and this was followed by 
the “Saints of God, their conflict past.” 
Then came the removal of the banners of 
the late Lord Robson and Sir Henry Blake, 
while the band played in moving strains 
“Lochaber no more.” 

A procession was then formed to pro- 
ceed to St. Dunstan's CRanel on the other 
side of the Cathedral to fetch the banners 
of Lord Emmott and Sir Gerald Strick- 
land, and to place them in the stalls just 
vacated. It was a picturesque sight, in which 
the Prelate of the Order, wearing a magni- 
ficent cone of blue and gold, with the 
Gentleman Usher of the Blue Rod, the 
Garter King of Arms; and members of the 
Order, took part.

It is by no means improbable 
that the Conference here will break up in a 
fierce firework blaze of official communiquds, de- 
claring that all is for the best; but when the 
glare nas died away there will remain stronger 
than ever the French doubts and suspicions, 
fostered by Mr, Lloyd George’s latitude towards 
Germany, and his cxtraordinary notion about 
the French militarisis. Some. excuse, no doubt, 
can be found for Mr. Lloyd George’s failure to 
understand the German iemperament, but his 
belief in the military spirit of France is quite 
incomprehensible, unless, indeed, he looks upon 
all Frenchmen’ who disagree with him as mili- 
tarists. Mr. Lloyd George is entertaining to- 
night the most brilliant of these ‘‘ militarists ”’ 
in the person of Marshal Foch, who will be ac- 
companied by General Weygand. Field-Marsha] 
Sir Henry Wilson will represent British mili- 
tarism on this occasion. 


BRITISH NOTE TO SOVIET 
RUSSIA. 

We have excellent reasons, says The Times, 
to believe that the British Government has sent 
a strong Note by wircless to M. Tehitcherin, 
the Soviet Commissary for Foreign Affairs, in 
regard to the position of forces in South Russia 
lately under Gencral Denikin. His Majesty’s 
Government feels itself compelled to ignore all 
the side issues which have been raised by M. 
Tchitcherin, such as the release of Hunyarian 
Soviet prisoners, and questions of the attitude 
of Poland. The new Note makes it clear that 
the point at issue is the treatment to be 
accorded to the remnant of Genera! Denikin’s 
Army, which is regarded as practically beaten. 
For this reason the British Government declares 
that it must have definite assurances that the 
hostilities in South Russia will cease 


SWISS GENERAL STRIKE 
THREATENED. 

The Tour-de-Peilz Correspondent of T7TÁhw 
Times, telegraphing yesterday, says:—I under- 
stand, from an excellent source, that a genera! 
strike in Switzerland is being prepared for 
Monday or Tuesday next. Although the plan 
is still supposed to be secret, the Government 
is already taking counter-measures, which may 
cause the strike to be abandoned, and will also 
probably issue a warning to the population to- 
night.

A “ Moderate Nationalist,” commenting in a

Southern Unionists have more to fear from the 
enactment cf the bill than any other section 
of Irishmen, but they have not allowed their 
fears to blind them to the fact that Home Rule 
is inevitable, or to the fact that Home Rule in- 
volves, at any rate for the moment, the separa- 
tion of Ireland for many purposes into two 
States, and they actepi, however unwillingly, 
this fact, although partition is more dan- 
gerous for them itvan for any other 
body of Irishmen. Is is not for the 
first time that Lord Mialeion has given a 
wise lead to his fellow-countrymen. Ii is to be 
hoped that the more intransigcant section of 
Southern Unionists who refused two years ago 
to follow his lead will not now refuse to follow 
him in facing facts, however unpalatable. 


THE EXPORT OF WORKS OF ART. 

The Times, in a leading article today, 
emphasises the urgent need of stopping the 
exodus of works of art from this country, which 
has recently been so marked. An export duty, 
it considers, would be of little avail. The task 
before the nation, says Zhe Times, is gradually, 
but as quickly as may be, to secure the trans- 
ference of the valuable works of art from pri- 
vate to public ownership on fair terms to the 
present owners. HL is useless. to look io the 
Treasury tor help. Its treatment of our public 
museums and gallerics has always been, and, 
doubtless, always will be, a capital example of 


short-sighted  niggardlinese. It will not 
see that works of art are a sound 
invesi ment, bringing a financial as 


well as am educative return. Yet some official 
assistante might, we believe, be given. To open 
at Somerset, House, or elsewhere, a register of 
imtended export sales of works of art and of 
books, and to pass a law under which no export 
sale should be effective if within, say, three 
months from the date of the compulsory regis- 
tration a native buyer or buyers offered the 
seller his price, would be to gain a little time 
at least in which an appeal could be made to 
naiive enterprise.

CONFERENCE. 

Telegraphing from San Remo on April 23rd, 
the Press Association's Correspondent says :— 

‘Mr. . Liovxd George received a number of 
journalists to-day, and talked with them on 
the subject of British policy. 

When asked whether the proposal for renew- 
ing economic pressure against Germany was de- 
signed to prevent her from obteining food, Mr. 
Lioyd George replied that no such proposal 
was made, and he added—It was mere news- 
paper talk. If a breach of the Treaty is com 
mitted, said the Premier, means to enforce it 
must be used, but the degree and extent of 
such measures a6 are taken must depend upon 
the nature of the breach. He declared that he 
disliked economic pressure involving stoppage 
of food, as there was enough siarvation jn Ger- 
many already. In the occupied area, Mr. 
Lloyd George continued, the population ie now 
only getting one-third of the normal food 
standard. If a breach of ihe Treaty related to 
diearmament that would probably require one 
method of redress. If a breach related to the 
non-delivery of coal, a different method must 
employed. But in any case the Treaty must be 
enforced. 

Answering another question, the Premier 
said that he did not believe that any Ally 
would act alone. The Allies must stand to- 
gether in council. The time might come when 
Germany would become formidable again, and 
it was essential, therefore, that they ehould 
stand together. But the idea that Germany 
was a serious menace to the security of the 
Allies was at the present moment fantastic. In 
his opinion, from much information which he 
had. derived from the military reports of 
British officers in all paris of Germany, Ger- 
many now seemed paralysed. Germanys popu- 
lation was eo exhausted and her Government eo 
weak, that she was like a body of which the 
limbs would not obey the orders of the head. 
In his judgment, that was ihe principal diffi- 
culty ab the present time. 

THE RUHR VALLEY. 

In the case of the Ruhr Valley, in which he 
anticipated a satisfactory settlement, the 
Premier said that one of the present difficulties 
was the refusal of Bavaria to obey the orders 
of Berlin,- but the oceupation of the Rufr 
Valley, a part of Prussia, was not the best 
method of bringing pressure to bear on 
Bavaria. Mr. Liovd George added that the fear 
of. Bolshevism jn Germany was not exaggerated, 
but he did not think that the German char- 
acter would readily adopt it. The Kapp in- 
cident, on the other hand, showed that Ger- 
many was not disposed to suprort a military 
Government, and it had been a ludicrous 
failure. 


THE GERMAN NOTE.

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COAL SHORTAGE IN DUBLIN.

STATEMENT BY THE IRISH 


CONTROLLER. 


There seems to be no doubt that the shortage 
of coal in Dublin is acute, and that the supplies 
at present in the yards’ are inadequate to meet 
demands for either industrial or domestic pur- 
poses. ‘The Coal Controller, however, made an 
encouraging statement to & representative of the 
Irish Times yesterday. ' 

A deputation, consisting of Mrs. Wyse Power, 
Alderman O'Reilly, and Dr. Russell, Assistant 
Medical Officer of Health, waited on the Coal 
Controller yes , and pointed out that, as 
there was an epidemic of whooping cough end 
scarlatina in the cily, there was a grave danger 
of an increase in mfant mortality . t

Phere was & p soc shortage at present, 
and they urged the necessity of giving the 
vendore an ample supply at once. 

The Coal Controller i to do all that 
he could to arrange for an ample supply of the 
fuel for the poor, pointing out, at the same 
time, that the shortage was due to the scarcity 
of steamers coming to Dublin. : 

Mr. Morrison, the Coal Controller, told an 
Irish Times representative yesterday that he 
had been trying to get better supplies for 
Dublin, and he was pressing the matter very 
st ly. Forty thousand tons of South Wales 
coal had been allocated per month as a special 
extra supply for this country, and thirteen boats 
hed been set. apart, to convey this K perry to 
Ireland, but some of these boats had not come 
into the service yet, and consequently there was 
not anything like 40,000 tons of the coal allo- 
cated coming in. Unfortunitely,.some of the 
boats that werd chartered to carry portion of the 
40,000 tons of coal te Dublin had not been 
available; and he was pressing to have the full 
service put.on. as soon as.possible... Had ell. the 
boats promised been pat mto the service of con- 
veying the extra coal to Treland, we should heve 
been much better off in the Midland area, The 
coal coming in from South Wales was not 
suitable for the poor of Dublin. It was too dear 
also, and it wes being given to such concerns 
ag could use it, so as to liberate the quicker 
burnitg coal for the poor people. ‘If we an

MIXED FUELS FOR MOTOR 
ENGINES. 


The real issue avout motor fuel is in danger 
of being side-tracked, writes *“‘K. C.” in the 
Manchester Guardsan. ‘The report of the Com- 
mittee which has been investigating prices and 
prolits touches mainly on these points in conso- 
nance with the terms of reference, and the con- 
suming public have followed hot foot. Natur- 
ally enough the petrol and the benzole inter- 
ests are up in arms against the accusations 
made, and already we have charges and counter- 
charges, assertions and counter-assertions, and 
a battle royal is developing. 

Let us get down to the facts of the case. 
These are that we may look for no real relief in 
the matter of petrol prices until there is an 
alternative fuel—alternative in the sense that 
supplies are as abundant ae in the case of petrol, 
and as accessible. The situation as revealed by 
the Committee's report ie that the world de- 
mand for motor fuel is out-stripping the supply. 
On the top of that is the fact that this supply, 
and its transport and distribution, is concen- 
trated mainly in the hands of two powerful 
combines. The remedy for the ills that spring 
from so fertile a is an alternative spirit. 
Benzole is the only existing alternative spirit, 
and it has a great advantage in that it gives at 
least 12} per cent more power than petrol and 
25 per cent more mileage, but it lacks quantity 
production. The output has gone down within 
the past few months, at a time when supplies 
are most needed. Supplies may be expanded 
again, but, taking a long view, ben- 
zole alone 'is not too promising. It is extracted 
from minerals, from coal and coke, and we 
must face the fact that the supplies of coal are 
not increasing. 

Thus, taking into consideration the eéver- 
increasing use of motor fuel, we are driven to 
consider the possibilities of power alcohol. 
A product of the vegetable kingdom, the 
potential supplies of power alcohol are in- 
exhaustible, and of its. suitability for motor 
fuel purposes there is no doubt. Hitherto 
its production for this purpose has been 
banned, but the problem of supplies is some- 
thing more than the removal of departmental 
restrictions, and that is why there is need 
for concentration on this question rather than 
on the subject of petrol prices and profits. 
First must be decided exactly what of the 
vegetable world is open to us for treatment. 
Alcohol can certainly be produced from pota- 
toes, but a committee which last year reported 
on the matter to Parliament ruled out potatoes 
as @ source of commercial supply, eo far as re- 
gards the United Kingdom, and found that we 
should have to rely mainly on production in 
tropical and sub-tropical countries. In the 
light of this finding the problem begins to 
assume complexity. 

There is also room for research into the 
propertits of alcohol as a fuel, something on 
the linen of the recent test of benzole te 
determine its action, if. any, om the working 

of the engine. Aleohol has certainly 
many advantages as a motor fuel, but if used. 
unmped with another spirit it is liable to 
corrode the engine. It is also difficult to start

OUR FOREST TREES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—On returning to Dublin after an absence 
of some years | am much pained at the destruc- 
tion I see on all sides of our beautiful forest 
trees. Sheer murder I call it, caused by men 
incompetent in the art of pruning, when en- 
gaged in lopping off lumbs or branches. By this 
incompetence we are destroying millions of our 
fine trees, not only here, but in England and 
other places, and the nation is losing much in 
revenue. The mistake is made, when cutting 
limbs or branches off, in leaving stumps or 
snags six or more inches in length, instead of 
cutting close up to the trunk or part oí the 
tree. These snags never again make growth 
enough to keep the snag alive; consequently 
the fresh cut is soon attacked by a deadly 
One of the worst is the candle-snuff 
fungus (zylaria Ahypozylon), @ strong-growing, 
tough, leathery plant, which makes a capital 
razor-strop. The “ge g soon decay and rot 
right into the heart of the tree, leaving ugly- 
looking holes, which eventually fill with water, 
and so the work of destruction goes rapidly on. 
This may be seen by any observant person im 
looking at the trees along our road-sides. No 
doubt, the eir at times must be replete with 
these minute bodies of the different fungus 
spores, when we read ofs250 million seed from 
one mushroom. 

The right way in cutting off branches is to 
cut close to the trunk, leaving a level surface ; 
then tar the cut over with gas tar. There is 
nothing better for keeping off fungus and pro- 
tecting the Then nature will sogn assert 
itself, and the surrounding berk will heal right 
over the cut and save the tree from damage. 
Of course, a tree will continue to live and grow 
even when its heart is quite destroyed, ae it is 
not from the heart that a tree is fed, but from 
the sap-cells of the cambium layer just under 
the outer bark. The life-giving fluid is taken 
hair-roots and is carried upwards b 

“ osmosis,” Bnd passes: 

the sap-cells of the cambium just under t 
to all parts of the tree and leaves; and 
during daylight it pa off by transpiration in 
the form of vapour through the stomata of the 
leaves into the atmosphere. Trees damaged by 
storm, or dead-wood arising from any cause, 
ought to be cut clean off up to the trunk or 
limb and the cuts tarred over. 

Of all the arts in horticulture and forestry 
pruning is the one most misapplied and mis- 
understood; yet it is as essential to the proper 
formation and life of a tree as correction is to 
a neughty child. Therefore, it behoves_us to 
open our eyes and do the right thing. Sdlomon 
speaks of the beautiful cedars of Eas, I 
rather think that in those davs mankind had 
more God-given wisdom and applied it in the 
right way, es I am sure that the cedars end 
fir trees which Solomon used in the building of 
the Temple had no spot or blemish.—Yonrs, etc.,

What the landless people want, 
soldiers or no soldiers, is the land. Let them 
get a chance of a livelihood, and then most, or 
all, of the present strife will be averted, and 
Ireland will be a better divided Ireland, and 
England will be tendered more peace and
